Town Repori—Walpole’s 1944 Town Report was again awarded 
second prize in the annual State-wide Town Report 
Contest conducted by the Massachusetts Selectmen's Association. 


Traffic Rules—A revised set of Traffic Rules and Regulations was 
adopted by our Board on July 12, 1945 which re- 
ceived the approval of the Department of Public Works on August 
14, 1945. These Rules and Regulations are being printed for dis- 
tribution and are designed to promote safety and enforceable 
control of traffic in the interest of the community as a whole. 


Contribuiory Retirement System—Authorized by vote of the Town 

on November 7, 1944, the Town 
entered the Norfolk County Retirement System on July Ist. Due to 
a change in the Statutes, the appropriation to cover the Town's 
share of the cost of the plan is now limited to the town’s actual 
annual contribution, it no longer being required to appropriate a 
sum for reserves. The town’s cost for the six months the plan has 
been in operation is $1513.88.

Unfortunately only 8% of the children 
participated in the activities. More thought and study is required 
to provide a satisfactory recreational program and we recommend 
that a Recreational Commission be appointed by the Town at the 
next Annual Town Meeting with full power to carry out a program 
that will more adequately cover the recreational needs of the 
community.

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War Ends—With the surrender of Germany on May 8th and of 

Japan on August 14th the long days of war gave way 
to a victorious peace. At the close of the year 1038 had entered 
active military service from Walpole of which 26 gave their lives 
in the fight for the continuance of our way of life. The cooperation 
of every one in the war effort was outstanding. Walpole gave its 
all willingly and effectively. The activities of our Committee on 
Public Safety, our Auxiliary police and firemen, Red Cross, Com- 
pany 21 of the State Guard and various committees deserve great 
praise. Walpole industries were notable in their contribution for 
Victory, a tremendous output of war materials being manufactured 
here in Walpole. At a special town meeting held on June 11th 
our Board was authorized to dispose of all surplus civilian defense 
supplies and materials. After careful consideration these were 
distributed to the, following town agencies: Walpole Visiting 
Nurse Association, Welfare Department, Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren, Bureau of Old Age Assistance, Police Department, Youth 
Guidance, Girl Scouts, School Department, Public Works Depart- 
ment, American Red Cross and the balance to the Norwood Hospi- 
tal. 


Outlook—During the war, replacement of equipment was not 
possible, the Highway Department operated solely on 
a maintenance basis and in every Department only the most 
essential repairs could be undertaken. Notwithstanding war-time 
conditions, with the cooperation of all, it has been possible to 
keep the town’s plant in reasonably good condition, there was no 
reduction in necessary services and the town emerges from the 
war period ready to go forward on a well planned program of 
improvements and necessary replacement of equipment and sup- 
plies. At the coming Annual Town Meeting we shall recommend 
the purchase of a new gasoline roller to replace our 1923 steam 
roller, two large dump trucks and two small dump trucks. In 
order that our sidewalks can be adequately plowed during snow 
storms we shall also recommend the purchase of two motorized 
sidewalk snow-plows. Additional personnel in the Building Re- 
pairs Department will make possible giving immediate attention 
to necessary repairs and painting in all buildings, particularly the 
schools. New highway construction will be recommended on a 
scale that will meet the needs of the community without unduly 
increasing the tax burdens. 
Detailed reports of the various Departments, Committees and 
other Town Officers follow.

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TOWN COUNSEL... 


In accordance with the provisions of Article 4, section 1 of the 
Town Charter, I have held conferences with the various officers 
of the town and rendered opinions and advice to said officers 
concerning the duties incumbent upon them. I have also sub- 
mitted written opinions to various town boards in instances when 
written opinions were requested. 

A suit against the Town, alleging a breach of a transporta- 
tion contract by the School Committee, was brought in the District 
Court of Western Norfolk. Although the suit was instituted in 
1945, the final decision was not obtained until 1946. However, 
the decision having been rendered prior to the printing of the town 
report. I thought it advisable to include it at this time as the case 
is now closed. The decision was in favor of the Town. 

Your counsel has drafted easements for the engineering de- 
partment and deeds for the Board of Selectmen in accordance with 
the vote of the Adjourned Annual Town Meeting held on Febru- 
ary 19, 1945. 

I have worked with the Town Treasurer on cases before the 
Land Court for the foreclosure of rights of redemption in tax title 
matters. In one of these cases, in which several pieces of property 
were involved, the corporation redeemed the land. This meant 
that the Town received all back taxes and the property would 
continue in the list of taxable property rather than being in the 
possession of the Town with its resulting loss of revenue. 

In addition to the foregoing, I have attended the meetings of 
the Board of Selectmen and dratted all the necessary legal papers 
required as a result of the deliberations of the Board in various 
matters. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the Board of 
Selectmen and the various town officials for their friendly and 
cooperative spirit.

TOWN ENGINEER AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS... 


Highways—On July 2lst this department was saddened by the 

death of its foreman, William B. Hale. “Yank” as he 
was familiary known, was in charge of the department approxi- 
mately 27 years. Seldom is a man found with more competency, 
devotion and love for his work than he possessed. His passing 
was a severe loss to the department and the town as well, but 
many of his monuments will remain with us for a long time to 
come. Herbert Maker, the employee with the greatest number 
of years of service in this department, is now acting as foreman. 


WILLIAM B. HALE 
Born in Walpole, September 16, 1869 
Died in Walpole, July 21, 1945 
Supt. of Public Works, 1919 to 1945 
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During the year the town purchased an Austin-Western Patrol 
Sweeper which has greatly facilitated cleaning the streets. The 
Sweeper uses a fine water spray to lay the dust, a steel wire broom 
to scrub the gutters and dislodge the dirt and a 5™% foot broom to 
pick up and whisk all debris directly into a hopper. It is an easy 
and economical machine to maintain and should give many years 
of satisfactory service. The department operated entirely on a 
maintenance basis and the following streets were resurfaced: 
Barstow Road, Brook Street, Cascade Terrace from Common Street 
approximately 300 feet southerly, Charles Street (lower end), Char- 
lotte Road, Common Street from Shawnee to Washington Street, 
Elm Street from Main Street to Station Sreet, Fisher Street 3200 feet, 
Glenwood Avenue, Maple Street, Marston Road, Neponset Street 
from Bird Machine to the end, Norfolk Street, North Street from 
Main Street to Gill Street, Park Street, Pemberton Street from North 
Street to the penetration. Plimpton Street 800 feet, Shufelt Road, 
Spear Avenue, Station Street, Stone Street Extension, Summer 
Street, Union Street from the Postoffice to Pleasant Street, Wash- 
ington Street from Short Street to High Plain Street, Washington 
Street from the residence of James Maguire to Common Street, 
Winter Street from Summer Street to residence of Klaus Yonker, 
Winter Street from residence of Christian Zahner to Main Street. 
Gould Avenue Extension was widened, graveled and tarred fol- 
lowing the installation of a 6’ water main connecting the dead 
end on Gould Avenue to the main on Pleasant Street. North Street 
from the residence of Howard H. Murphy to Fisher Street was 
scarified, graveled and tarred and Robbins Road from Pemberton 
street to the residence of Dr. Harding was rebuilt in the same man- 
ner. The Main Street sidewalk from Leard’s Garage to Fisher 
Street was repaired and widened. Approximately 100 feet of 
sidewalk on East Street by Rolly’s Filling Station was regraded 
and resurfaced correcting the bad drainage and hazardous condi- 
tion that existed there. Catch basins and drainage systems 
throughout the town were cleaned and the brush cut on the follow- 
ing streets: Allen Road, Bullard, Burrill, Chapman, Common 
Street to the Sharon Line, Congress, Elm, Federal, Fisher, Lincoln 
Road, Main Street corner of Norfolk, Mylod, North, Robbins Road, 
Spring, Stone Street corner of Ellis, Summer, Washington between 
Short Street and South Walpole Square, Washington corner of 
Willow, West, Willett and Winter Streets. The problem of snow 
removal was more severe this year than for some years past, and 
has taken a lot out of our old equipment. Much of the equipment 
should be replaced as soon as possible and appropriations will 
be requested this coming year for this purpose. The roofs of the 
storage buildings at the Highway Department were repaired, and 
a new green slate roof installed over the existing roof at the Public 
Works Garage. 
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Chapter 90 Maintenance—As was the case last year, the County 
and State made grants of $1,000 each 
and the Town appropriated a like amount for the maintenance 
of Chapter 90 roads. The following work was completed; shoul- 
ders on Common Street between Shawnee and Washington 
Street were widened and resurfaced, Common Street between 
Shawnee and Washington Streets, Norfolk Street between Main 
and West Streets, and Shufelt Road between Summer and the 
Foxboro Line was surface treated. Catch basins were cleaned and 
brush cut on the following streets: West Street from the resi- 
dence of Frank Coluciello to the Norfolk Line, Washington Street 
from Common to South Walpole Square, Lincoln Road from Plain 
Street to the Norfolk Line, Common Street from Washington Street 
to the Sharon Line, and Elm Street from the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad to the Medfield Line. 


Parks and Playgrounds—The Playground in the rear and adjacent 

to the Plimpton School was resurfaced 
with type “I’’ bituminous concrete and a new drainage system 
installed from said area to Common Street. Additional fepairs 
are necessary at this area to properly take care of the drainage 
on the southerly side of the building. This is hoped to be taken 
care of during the coming year. Due to heavy rain fall, shortage 
of help and old equipment, the problem of keeping the school 
grounds and commons mowed was very difficult and necessitated 
considerable overtime work. Ashes were removed from the public 
buildings regularly and the Fisher School lawn adjacent to the 
new sidewalk was regraded, loamed and seeded. The Christmas 
tree and decorations at the Town Hall were resumed this year 
and much credit is due the Walpole Business Men's Association 
for its cooperation in helping us io restore the Spirit of Christmas 
to the community. 


Tree Department and 
Insect Pest Extermination—The trees along the highway were 
thinned and considerable dead wood 
cut out. In the early part of the year creosoting for Gypsy Moth 
was done and the trees adjacent to the highways sprayed with 
arsenate of lead. The condition of infestation within the town is 
comparatively good, but one or two outlying areas are causing 
more attention than in previous years. ; 


Town Forest—The care of the forest is usually the work of the 

Park Department, but, due to the large amount of 
time required in that department to properly maintain lawns and 
commons and other required services little work could be done 
in’ the forest. If the services of this department is not demanded 
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by heavy snow this coming winter, it is hoped that some cleaning 
and trimming will be performed. 


Sewer Department—Due to a bad health menace, 350 feet of 

lateral sewer was installed on Grover Street. 
Fifteen house connections were made totalling 867 lineal feet of 
cast iron pipe, making a total of 305 house connections in the 
system. The length of the system at the present time is 61,687 
lineal feet, excluding house connections. 


Repairs to Public Buildings—This year two additional men were 

added to the department, one a 
master painter, in order that more painting might be done in the 
various buildings. This program has worked out very satisfac- 
torily. In addition to the regular maintenance of all buildings,’ 
major repairs were as follows: Bird School—repaired boiler doors, 
leaks in blower system, painted two stair wells, covered lower 
part of exposed steam pipes in corridors, placed guard rail on 
Steam pipes in coat room, (lower grade), weather-stripped kinder- 
garten outside door, caulked window cases on north and east 
sides of buildings, repaired roof, repaired plaster and painted 
dental ‘room toilet, replaced toilet seats, enclosed two sides of the 
stage in the auditorium and installed two new doors. Boyden. 
School—painted toilets and weather-stripped windows. Fisher 
School—painted exterior, painted inte:ior and whitened ceilings, 
caulked windows and installed new boiler, installed new conduit 
pipes and cleaned dry wells. High School—replaced missiney 
slate and repaired flashing on roof, painted lockers and shower 
rooms, installed new ceiling and painted one entrance. Plimpton 
School—replaced slate and repaired roof, installed hand rail to 
the boiler room entrance. Blackburn Memorial Building—painted 
two toilets, kitchen, basement assembly room, stairway and base- 
ment hall on westerly side of building. Stone School—installed 
nineteen new windows, painted same, painted outside of building 
on north side and repaired roof drainage. Town Hall—repaired 
roof, repaired windows on second floor, closed in stairways on top 
floor, constructed new room on top floor for the State Guard. 
Center Library—installed new boiler and repaired the gutters at 
the eaves. East Walpole Library—painted interior. Central Fire 
Station—installed two overhead doors. Painted outside doors of 
all public buildings. Chapter #143, Section #52 of the General 
Laws was amended this year and school buildings added thereto, 
being placed under the supervision of the State Department of 
Public Safety. This will entail a considerable amount of work in 
order that our buildings may conform with the requirements of 
the law, and an amount of money will be requested for the comings 
year to satisfy these requirements. 
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Health Department—This department has continued to give bene- 
ficial service to the town under the admin- 


istration of Dr. F. H. Fuller, Health Officer. 


Following the action of the annual town meeting, which ac- 
cepted the provisions in the law authorizing the Selecmen to 
establish fees for slaughtering, such fees were established. Due 
to increased slaughtering this year, an additional slaughter inspec- 
tor was appointed. Fees were collected in excess of the salaries 
paid the slaughter inspectors. At the end of the year only one 
hospitalized case was in the Norfolk County Hospital. 


Recognition of the excellent wo:k of the health officer and his 
associates is hereby acknowledged. Dr. Fuller’s report will be 


found elsewhere in this report.

Purchasing Department—As was the case last year, the work of 

the department was reduced due to 
the small quantities of supplies that it was necessary to purchase. 
In the latter part of the year priorities on purchase of materials 
and supplies were removed by the Government. Regardless of 
ceiling prices we have continued our practice of carefully can- 
vassing dealers with proper recognition always being given to 
our local merchants. It has, however, been difficult to obtain 
many essential materials, deliveries of which have been often 


seriously delayed. 


Water Department—Extensions to the well field were completed 

this year with the installattion of 18 new 
wells. These wells however, were not connected to the system 
as they are adjacent to the School Meadow Brook, which due to 
the large amount of rainfall this year was too high to permit 
economical construction during the year. Six new services were 
installed and eighteen old services renewed. The 6” line on 
Spear Avenue was extended from its present dead end to Main 
Street and the 6” line on North Street extended from its dead end 
to Main Street, thus completing a gridiron around this area. A 
new hydrant was installed at the intersection of Main Street and 
Spear Avenue. This entire installation greatly benefits the fire 
hazard existing in this business area. The elevated tanks at 
~ South Walpole and West Walpole were cleaned and painted on 
the exterior and cathodic installation provided on both tanks. The 
roof of the Pumping Station was repaired and the Booster Station 
at the corner of West and Norfolk Streets painted. The total num- 
ber of gallons of water pumped for the year was 436,357,000 
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gallons, a decrease of 46,415,000 gallons under that of last year. 
Outstanding bonded ‘debt at the end of the year was $15,000.00 
and the surplus revenue was $63,864.30 and increase of $9,297.86 
over that of last year. 


FREDERICK F. LIBBY 
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HEALTH OFFICER... 


Owing to war conditions and the scarcity of certain foods it 
was felt that we should not at this time be too strict in our enforce- 
ment of the law covering the keeping of poultry and swine, even 
if this did at times approach a nuisance status. As this was 
naturally terminated with the coming of cold weather and as 
prevalent conditions were abated within a short time, it is felt 
that this was the best course even if it did bear a little hard on 
living conditions for the time being. The war being over and 
food more abundant it will be necessary to revert to a stricter 
enforcement of these regulations in the future. 

Slaughtering conditions could be improved but in the main 
are carried on passably well considering it is not the main occu- 
pation of those doing this work. 

Sanitary conditions in and around the homes are improved 
and I am especially pleased at the way householders respond to 
requests when changes for the better in these conditions are 
pointed out to them. Such co-operation is the mark of the good 
progressive citizen and is most encouraging. 

Communicable diseases were quite prevalent the past year. 
One hundred and twenty-eight cases of measles were reported, 
seventeen of whooping cough, eighteen of mumps and five of 
chicken pox. There were probably more cases of these diseases 
than we know of because in some instances such diseases are 
never reported to this Department. Influenza and infectious colds 
were very common. It is not easy to report these within any 
degree of accuracy as where one ends and another begins cannot 
be readily determined. It would be fair to say there were many 
of each for certain periods school attendance was seriously 
affected. Two cases of poliomyelitis were reported, one of 
septic sore throat, four of lobar pneumonia, eight of scarlet fever, 
one of bacillary dysentery and four of various forms of meningitis. 
We had several cases of dog bite but none required anti-rabic 
treatment. 

Inspection of eating places and food establishments were 
carried on as usual and all places were generally clean. 

Sixty-six sanitary inspections were made during the past 
year.

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DENTAL HYGIENIST... 


This is the second year that the dental program, under the 
guidance of Dr. Davenport, has been placed upon an almost 
entirely educational basis and extended to all the grades and the 
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results are most gratifying. The following figures may help to 
explain the improvement of this program over our former one.

This 30% (last figure in No Treatment column) represents the 
children who cannot go to their family dentist for one reason or 
other and it is for these that a school dentist is needed. 


The visiting of elementary grade classrooms with dental 
hygiene lessons and the dental experiments of the high school 
pupils took place once a month. Cleaning of teeth was done for 
only a few by request of the family dentist. However this year 
the plans are that all lower grades (one to six) will have their teeth 
cleaned. 


Time was also spent in assisting Dr. Davenport, planning all 
dental health materials and experiments, developing X-rays and 
in assisting at physical examinations.

MILK INSPECTOR... 


Twenty-two licenses were issued to stores and restaurants 
and seventeen to producers and dealers for sale of milk and 
cream. 

Routine inspections of dairy animals, premises and samples 
of dairy products were made throughout the year. Records of 
microscopic appearance, bacteria count, total solids, sediment, 
percent butterfat and, in some cases, flavor, for all licensed 
dairies show the local supply to be very satisfactory. 

Garelick Brothers dairy of Franklin took over the local busi- 
ness of the Michael's Dell Farm this year. 

More than eighty percent of the milk supplied Walngts: is 
pasteurized milk. 

Four licenses for operation of pasteurization plants were 
issued. 


A total of $59.50 in license fees was collected.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE AND 
BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE... 


The work of this Department consists of supplying aid under 
the existing laws for those entitled to Old Age Assistance as well 
as children and other individual residents of the town who are in 
need of assistance. This assistance combines both financial and 
medical aid under budgets supervised by your local department 
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and these budgets in turn are subject to audit by both the State 
and Federal governments inasmuch as these expenditures are 
supported by all three branches of the government. 

In order to promote efficiency, each case is handled on an 
individual basis and each file is periodically checked with the 
beneficiary so that any change of status of the individual may be 
corrected to afford maximum relief under existing laws. Your 
Board meets every Tuesday night in the Town Hall in order that 
any questions may be clarified before the entire Board in a con- 
fidential hearing. 

The volume of cases handled during the past year has been 
approximately the same as previously recorded for the fiscal 
year of 1944. 

During the coming year of 1946 it is believed that the number 
of cases to be handled by this department may increase, due in 
some measure to the fact that returning veterans will enter into 
local employment thus relieving patriotic townspeople who. will 
be legally entitled to old age benefits. Then too, the problems of 
nationwide reconversion to peace time production may present 
a problem of unemployment. 

New regulations effective January 1, 1946 will require that 
the Town of Walpole assume a greater portion of payments to be 
made under all categories of relief which will require a larger 
budget for this Department. This increased expenditure is pri- 
marily made necessary by the addition and extension of the 
Statute drawn up by the Legislature in 1945 and becoming effec- 
tive on the above named date. These extensions, particularly 
in Old Age Assistance, and the rise in budgetery costs will require 
for the coming fiscal year a considerably larger expenditure 
than we have yet made in this division. 

In the division of Public Welfare we have reduced our budget 
for 1946 over our request for 1945 and trust that in this category 
it will be sufficient, although unforeseen difficulties may arise 
which can not be forecast by us.

All schools have been inspected as to fire drills, and pupils 
have also been instructed in fire prevention, and I want to com- 
mend the school department on their good work. I am recom- 
mending that the town replace the Central Fire Station as it has 
outlived its usefulness as a fire station. At this time I wish to 
thank all the men and officers of the Auxiliary Firemen and Mili- 
tary substitutes for their good support and protection they gave 
the town during the war. 


Notice to Townspeople—In case of fire, go at once to the 
nearest fire alarm box. Follow directions carefully. Stay or leave 
some one at the box to direct firemen. Telephone alarm for brush 
fires unless property is in immediate danger. Be sure you know 
the number of the nearest fire alarm location, as the telephone 
operator can put the alarm on if you tell her the number. 


Forest Fire—We have had 34 Box Alarms, 9 Still Alarms, and | 
no Out of Town calls. Owing to the wet year and prompt notifica- 
tion of fires, we were able to keep our fires small and few, but 
we must be on guard this coming year as the Department of Con- 
servation predicts a dry year. Please be careful, watch the in- 
cinerators, and be sure to get a permit for all out of door fires. 
Permits are always necessary except when the ground is covered 
with snow. 
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I want to thank the town for the tank truck which is to be a 
four wheel driven (F.W.D.) truck, 750 gallon capacity, with winch, 
etc. Delivery of this truck is expected about February Ist, 1946. 

I recommend that the town purchase another tank truck to 
replace the 1929 Ford at the East Walpole Station, also, that the 
Fire Department purchase a snow plow so that we will be able to 
give better service during a snow storm. 


Fire Alarm—During the year several fire alarm boxes and 
wires were changed to new poles, also a great deal of tree work 
was done. A new box was installed on Lewis Avenue, the number 
of which is 352. From now on, I hope each year replacement can 
be made of some of the old boxes to that of the new type box as 
was done before the war. 


Town Electrician—I have had 60 working orders this year 
through the office of the Town Engineer, also a number of tele- 
phone calls from the School Department and thé Library Depart- 
ment. During the year I have received 31 applications for permits 
to do wiring in various locations in town and I want to thank the 
electricians for their cooperation in giving the people of the Town 
of Walpole such efficient service. It pays to have a licensed man 
do your work . I also want to thank the Board of Selectmen, the 
firemen and the citizens of Walpole for their loyal suppo:t and 
cooperation.

POLICE DEPARTMENT...

Our two-way radio has been very valuable to us and has 
helped in speeding up answering calls for assistance at accidents 
and controlling traffic.

Our contacts with Norwood 
especially is of great value. I feel that the two-way radio has been 
a grand investment for the town. 

All the Police Officers connected with the various branches of 
the U. S. Army and Navy have returned and we are very proud 
of their records. The Auxiliary Police Unit has been dissolved 
but they are a group of trained men and may be called where 
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their services would be beneficial to the town. It should give us 
a feeling of security that we have such a reserve force.

TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY... 


During 1945, the Library has made a special effort to check 
on its usefulness in the community. As a result, the Trustees 
have carried out the following plans: 

Made sure that the Library contains basic books, given 
in a list furnished by the Division of Public Libraries, as 
the foundation of a good Library. 

2. Cooperated with the School Department by offering to 
have on.hand reference books called for in new text books 
adopted by the schools. 

3.. Bought a new vocational File especially for veterans. This 
file not only lists all vocations, their requirements and 
advantages, but is constantly supplemented and brought 
up to date. 

In September, Miss Mary Loughlin of Concord joined the Staff 
as Children’s Librarian. Miss Loughlin, a graduate of Simmons 
College School of Library Science, came to us with excellent 
recommendations. 


LIBRARIAN 3D 


A decided increase in the circulation in North Walpole has 
resulted in a room being set aside as a Library room in the base- 
ment of the Fisher School. Two of our assistants are in attendance 
there for three hours, one day each week, taking with them a 
supply of books to supplement those kept there. If the increase . 
continues, the time is not far distant when North Walpole must 
have a Branch Library. 

More books have been asked for this past year than ever 
before. The Trustees gladly have complied with these requests 
whenever possible. They hope the Library patrons will continue 
to show interest in this way and with other suggestions. 


LIBRARIAN ... 


During 1945 the Library has tried to improve its service 
through the East Walpole Branch and the Stations at North and 
South Walpole. Second and third copies of popular new books 
have been purchased for the Branch and Stations to prevent the 
usual long wait to obtain a new book. At North Walpole the 
Library was able to secure an empty room in the basement of 
Fisher School which can be used exclusively for library purposes. 
Permanent book shelves and space enough for necessary library 
equipment give Miss Towle and Mrs. Wilson, the staff members 
in charge, more time to attend to the special requests of the 
patrons. 

A total of 40 collections of books were sent to the schools for 
classroom use during the school year. In making up the collec- 
tions, books were chosen to introduce the children to reading 
‘just for fun.’ Special requests of the teachers were filled when- 
ever possible. 

This Fall a very compact kit of vocational information was 
added to the Library. In it can be found current, complete infor- 
mation on some 200 different jobs available in the United States. 
A subscription to new material will keep it up-to-date. It is hoped 
that this kit will prove to be of use to returning veterans as well as 
to high school students. 

This year the librarian noted with pleasure more and more 
inquiries as to suitable book and magazine gifts for young people. 

Reference questions are always gladly answered whenever 
possible. 

Through a system of inter-library loan, the Library is able 
to borrow books of non-fiction that we do not own from the Division 
of Public Libraries, Department of Education, in Boston. Many 
library patrons have taken advantage of this service. We have 
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also been able to borrow books written in other languages for 
some of our readers. At one time or another we have borrowed 
books in Finnish, Swedish and Italian. 


Plans are now underway to start a library service for shut-ins. 
This service will consist of a packet of books to be delivered once 
a month to persons confined at home. The Walpole Girl Scouts 
have very kindly volunteered to be messenger girls and to see 
‘that the books are delivered once a month and that those finished 
are returned to the library. It is believed that this service will fill 
a real need in the community. 


Saturday morning Story Hours were conducted as usual in 
the Children's Room and at the East Walpole Branch from 
December until April. 


As in other years, a Summer Reading Club was organized 
in the Children’s Room and at East and North*Walpole. This year 
the Club was more popular than ever before, and at the end of 
the summer the 179 members had read a total of 2704 books! 


The fifth grade classes of the Stone and Plimpton schools 
came as usual this year to visit the Library and to receive brief 
instruction in the use of the card catalog. 


Children’s Book Week was a most successful occasion. Over 
100 new books for boys and girls were on display, and through 
the cooperation of the school principals and teachers, most of the 
classrooms were represented by a colorful display. The theme 
was an international one, and we hope that through an active 
participation in the Book Week program, the children gained a 
litle in knowledge and understanding of life in other countries. 
During the week many of the children brought their parents in to 
see the displays. We were happy to extend invitations, on request 
of the teachers, to seven classes to visit during Book Week. A 
special Story Hour at both the Main Library and the East Walpole 
Branch attracted many of the boys and girls. 


Once again we wish to express our thanks and appreciation 
to our friends. For their cooperation we wish to thank other Town 
Departments and the Walpole Times. 


For their gifts of books and flowers we wish to thank the fol-

TOWN PLANNING BOARD... 


Planning deals with futures. 

The purpose of a Town Planning Board is to serve the citizens 
as guardians of the town’s physical growth. 

Its first duty is to prepare a guiding over-all development 
plan, having vision and faith in the future, with recommendations 
to correct past mistakes and suggestions for definite improvements. 
Upon this plan must be shown the system of streets with estab- 
lished widths and building lines, extensions and improved inter- 
sections, a Civic Center, locations of public buildings and all con- 
siderations of needs and uses of open spaces, such as play- 
grounds, parks, town forest, housing, and industrial opportunities 
and any other suggestions which will improve amenities for all 
citizens. 
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The Town Planning Board must also be always watchful to 
see that whatever is done fits into the General Comprehensive 
Plan, so that each step is constructive and is toward a definite goal 
of development. 


The basic meaning to the citizen of the town of a Town Plan- 
ning Board is to prevent growth that scars and blights a town as 
has so often occurred in the past. Its aim is to make a town more 
attractive and a better place in which to live year by year. 


Housing is the Town's heart. Thus a Town Planning Board 
must pass on all housing plans to see that no selfish and greedy 
exploiter is allowed to scar the town and produce country slums. 
Housing must fit into the Master Plan if mistakes are to be avoided. 
This is not only in the interest of all honest real estate operators, 
but all citizens. No one should ever be allowed to squeeze the 
land, seeking only quick return and then disappear leaving depre- 
ciated values not only of a specific development but all adjoin- 
ing property. 


Therefore, it is the duty of the Town Planning Board to plan 
for the town’s healthy future, serving the interest of the citizens 
as a whole. To be successful it must have their confidence and 
support. 


Thirty years ago the Town Planning Board of Walpole fur- 
nished a Master Plan. It was accepted at a Town Meeting by the 
citizens as a guilding comprehensive development plan for the 
future. As no plan should be static it has been revised from time 
to time. A working plan was given to the Town Engineer two 
years ago upon which was shown improvements that should be 
made as soon as practical. Any citizen who has ideas should 
study this plan, and if they are new give them to the Town Engin- 
eer to be added as future objectives. 


When the Master Plan was prepared for Walpole it showed 
many needs and uses for open spaces. Showing the needs of 
the future, land at that time was acquired to complete playgrounds 
at all schools, for the Central Park, for some intersection of streets, 
and for the Town Forest. 


All possibilities of future development should be yearly 
appraised by the Town Planning Board. Our Zoning laws are a 
protection to property. Never losing this basic principle, they 
should, however, to flexible to meet changing needs. 


We repeat this year the recommendations of prior years to 
continue the judicious cutting and weeding of the forest; the 
development of the Memorial Park; improvements in street inter- 
sections; and carrying out for final completion the program for 
the survey of all our streets to finally fix proper widths and build- 
ing lines.

In addition to the above program, the Walpole Visiting Nurse 
Association sponsored a Well Child Conference in June, which 
was held at the Blackburn Memorial Hall. It was conducted by 
a pediatrician, a dental hygienist and a nutritionist from the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health and Child Hygiene. Forty- 
nine pre-school children attended. Their mothers received help- 
ful advice as to their health and diet. The nurses have made 
further check on these children by follow-up visits in the homes. 
Also at the conference were twelve foreign students from the 
Harvard Graduate School of Public Health observing the pro- 
cedure of such a conference. They all intend to return to their 
homeland to teach public health. 

The Tuberculosis Seal Sale sponsored by the Norfolk County 
Health Association with our local chairman Mrs. Sidney D. Cham- 
berlain was very successful. The proceeds are to be used for 
health education in Tuberculosis.

The regular meetings of the School Committee are held on 
the first Monday of each month at 7:45 P. M. in the School Com- 
mittee room in the Plimpton School. It is the wish of the Com- 
mittee that anyone having suggestitons, problems, or desiring 
information on school affairs appear before the Committee when 
it is in session. 


Improvements—During the year, certain improvements were 

made. A new curtain was installed on the 
stage at Bird School. A new cyclorama was installed on the 
stage at the High School. After much study of material and cost, 
it was decided to re-line and flameproof the present curtain on 
the stage at the High School. 


Re-surface Yard at Rear of Plimpton School—The yard at Plimpton 

School was re-sur- 
faced in the rear of the school, which has been very badly needed. 
This makes a much better place for children to play and also 
has eliminated a bad drainage condition at the rear of the school. 


Resignation—Last June, Miss Bertha Andrews, Principal of the 

Fisher School, retired from our school system. We 
were sorry to lose Miss Andrews, and at this time, would like to 
commend her for her faithful service over a period of many years. 
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Professional Improvement—During the year, a new amendment 


to the Rules and Regulations was out 


into effect with regard to professional improvement salary in- 
creases. We feel that our teachers who are continually improving 
themselves by further courses of study should be entitled to a 
salary increase over and above their basic salary. The amend- 
ment regarding Professional Improvement increases is as follows: 


A. Teachers already receiving professional increases granted 
previous to January 1, 1945 do not forfeit them because of 
any changes brought about by this amendment. 


B. A teacher shall become eligible for increases based on pro- 
fessional study at any time after she has served three consec- 
utive years in Walpole and has been elected to tenure. The 
School Committee may grant a leave of absence and allow it 
to count for continuous service at its discretion. 


C. Credits. 


L, 


In order to receive credit, all courses must be approved 
by the Superintendent of Schools and the School 
Committee in advance of admission to the Courses; 
except, that teachers taking Courses prior to January 1, 
1945 may receive credit if evidence of satisfactory 
completion of Courses is submitted on or before October 
1, 1945. 

All credits shall be presented in terms of semester- 
hours. A semester-hour is usually considered as one 
class hour a week for fifteen weeks. (4 semester- hours 
is equivalent to 60 program hours). Not more than eight 
semester-hours may be offered by teachers in service 
as having been completed within a period of twelve 
months. 

Credentials for Courses satisfactorily completed must 
be presented to the Superintendent of Schools not later 
than November 1, and shall take the form of a Certifi- 
cate from the institution with which the work was done 
and the grade received. 

Increases, if approved under this Section, shall become 
effective on the following January l. 


D. Size and Frequency of Professional Improvement Increments. 


l. 


Based on eligibility provisions as outlined above, salary 

increments after January 1, 1945 will be as follows:— 

a. <A first increment of Fifty Dollars for four semester- 
hours of professional study (60 program hours). 

b. A second increment of Fifty Dollars for four sem- 
ester-hours of professional study (60 program hours). 
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c. A third increment of One Hundred Fifty Dollars for 
four semester-hours of professional study (60 pro- 
gram hours). 


d. A fourth increment of One Hundred Fifty Dollars 
for four semester-hours of professional study (60 
program hours) provided that these four semester- 
hours must be completed within two years of 
the completion of the first twelve semester-hours; 
otherwise, the teacher will forfeit One Hundred 
Dollars of the third increment. Such forfeiture shall 
continue in effect until the required four semester- 
hours shall have been completed. : 


2. After completion of sixteen semester-hours and the 
granting of the fourth increment of One Hundred Fifty 
Dollars, a teacher shall forfeit One Hundred Dollars of 
the fourth increment for failure to complete two semester- 
hour courses within each successive five-year period, 
and shall forfeit One Hundred Dollars of the third 
increment for failure to complete two semester-hour 
courses within each successive seven years of the 
completion of the sixteen semester hours. Such fortfei- 
tures shall continue in effect until the required semester- 
hours shall have been completed. 


3. Teachers holding Master’s Degrees will not be required 
to complete more than sixteen semester-hours of pro- 
fessional courses in order to retain the permanent 
increases. 


4. Teachers having completed twenty consecutive years 
of teaching in Walpole shall not forfeit the One Hundred 
Dollars of the fourth increment for failure to complete 
two semester-hour courses within a five-year period; 
and teachers who have completed twenty-five consecu- 
tive years of teaching in Walpole shall not forfeit the 
One Hundred Dollars of the third increment for failure 
to complete two semester-hour courses within seven 
years after completion of the sixteen semester-hours. 


E. The maximum amount for professional improvement study 


Ey 


shall not exceed Four Hundred Dollars per year. 


Length of Service. 

Effective January 1, 1945, a teacher who has completed 
twenty years of continuous service in Walpole shall be given 
a permanent increase of Fifty Dollars, and a teacher who 
has completed twenty-five years of continuous service in 
Walpole shall be given a permanent increase of One Hundred 
Dollars. 
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G. The School Committee may withhold the granting of normal 
step-increases for the last two years prior to attainment of the 
maximum of the salary range if the teacher has not submitted 
evidence of professional improvement. 


Change of “No School” Signal—It was necessary for us to change 

our “No School” signal because 
some of the grade school children were leaving their homes for 
school before 7:45 A. M., the time when the signal was formerly 
sounded. In order to avoid this, the ‘No School” signal for grade 
school children was advanced fifteen minutes and is now 
sounded at 7:30 A. M., making it necessary to also advance the 
signal for “No School" for all schools to 7:15 A. M. We hope, 
thereby, to avoid having grade school children start for school 
on days when the weather is so bad that there is no school for 
them. 


Transportation—Considerable time and effort were used to arrive 

at our present transportation system of school 
children. Transportation has been extended to include more 
streets considered hazardous. After much consideration, it was 
agreed to accept a three-year contract for transportation and it 
was felt under existing circumstances, that it was very much for 
the best interests of the Town that we make such a move.

This was in response to interest shown by a group of 
pupils who had already had two years of Spanish. This step 
gives our High School three-year courses in two modern foreign 
languages, French and Spanish. 
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A modified form of Red Cross First Aid Course has been pre- 
pared. This will be offered in conjunction with the required 
physical training course for boys and girls of the Junior and Senior 
Classes. First Aid is a natural part of any Safety Porgram. 

Sewing is being taught to Sixth Grade girls after a lapse of a 
few years. The girls have welcomed its return, and we hope it 
can be continued permanently. 


Junior Red Cross—The School Committee has voted to permit the 

American Red Cross, acting through the local 
Chapter, to oraanize a Junior Red Cross in Walpole Public Schools. 
Some of the aims of the Junior Red Cross are: to prepare for mem- 
bership and participation in the adult Chapter; to learn to render 
service; to get acquainted through organized correspondence with 
children of other lands; to make objects which are needed in the 
hospitals of the various Armed Services. The Red Cross has 
prepared a quantity of material which may serve as a guide and 
to motivate interest. Membership and participation in the Junior 
Red Cross are on a voluntary basis. Enrollment and initial interest 
have been high. 


Educational Training for ex-Service Men—Many of our boys left 

High School before 
earning a Diploma. As these boys are discharged from any of the 
Armed Services, some desire to acquire the Diploma. To meet 
this need, the Commonwealth has set up Regional High Schools 
where work on a high school level may be pursued two or more 
evenings a week. These Regional High Schools are located at 
the State Teachers Colleges. An adjoining Town has organized 
an evening school for the same purpose. Walpole boys are wel- 
come at that school. The Walpole School Committee has the 
following policy with regard to evaluating military experience 
as indicated below:— 

l. The High School will grant a maximum of two and a 
half Credits for successful completion of basic recruit 
training. (This compares with 2% Credits which we 
give for our physical rae course of 5 periods a week 
for the school year). 

2. For subject-matter courses in which the United States 
Armed Forces Institute provides final examinations, the 
High School will grant the same Credits which it would 
grant for the same or equivalent course if given in the 
High School. 

3. For vocational training course in subjects for which the 
U. S. A. F. I. provide no final examinations, the High 
School will grant a maximum of two Credits for success- 
ful completion of an acceptable ‘Specialist Training 
Course” of twelve weeks. 
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Parent-Teacher Associations—The East Walpole Parent-Teacher 
Association continued to hold meet- 
ings through 1945 and is a firmly established organization. Two 
new Associations have been organized, one for the Plimpton 
School District and one for the Stone School District. They should 
prove helpful to pupils, parents and teachers. 
In the Fisher School District, an enthusiastic and helpful 
Mothers-Teachers Club has been formed. 3 


Leave of Absence—Mr. Amold F. Grover, head of the Manual 
Arts Department for a quarter of a century, 
has been granted a leave of absence because of poor health. 


Hot Lunch Program—wWith the assistance of the East Walpole- 

Parent-Teacher Association, it is proposed 
to set up a hot lunch program at the Bird School. This will involve 
the use of the presenf cooking room as a cafeteria; the transfer 
of stoves and other equipment used by the cooking classes from 
its present location to a room which has been used as a Sewing 
and art room; the construction of cabinets; the installation of sink, 
hot and cold water and gas lines. When completed, the program 
should be able to provide hot lunches for at least one hundred 
pupils daily. 


Guidance—Our guidance program which was started in 1944 

has been enlarged so as to include individual guid- 
ance for Sophomores. Freshmen continue to have the benefits 
of both group guidance and individual help. The Guidance 
Supervisor of the Massachusetts Department of Education has 
visited our High School and has approved our Program in so far 
as we have gone with it; he has also given his approval to our 
plans for its future development. An approved program calls for 
a full-time guidance teacher for every 20 pupils. Our High School 
-will need to have two instructors trained in guidance work in 
order to meet this requirement. Our plans provide for this, and 
for the extension of guidance work to cover the Junior and Senior 
Classes. 


Conclusion—We have been fortunate in having a relatively small 

number of teacher-changes in: our schools. The 
regular staff of teachers is keeping abreast of changes in educa- 
tional practices through the taking of professional improvement 
courses at various institutions. All personnel are to be com- 
mended for sincere and conscientious work.

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PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL... 


The enrollment of the school is somewhat smaller than in 
previous years. The comparative figures are as follows:

The decrease in enrollment is not due to large numbers of 
pupils dropping out of school. The boys who are liable for mili- 
tary service are now permitted to remain in school to complete 
the year and receive a diploma. We do not have many pupils 
leaving school to go to work. 

We are prepared to assist any veterans who desire to com- 
plete their high school program and receive a diploma. Such 
veterans will confer with the office in regard to work which has 
been completed and make arrangements for study with the 
teachers for work which is needed for credit. Veterans will report 
to their teachers regularly to receive help and to be tested on 
work done. They will then receive new assignments of work. 
This plan allows a veteran to work as fast as he desires. If he can 
meet the requirements as determined by the teachers in a half 
year he will will then be recommended for a diploma. Some 
veterans are taking advantage of this plan and report that they 
are pleased with this arrangement. 


Our athletic program continues to be attractive to many boys 
and girls. We believe there is a wholesome interest in the pro- 
gram which shows itself in hard playing teams whose members 
display the qualities of good sportsmanship. The good work of: 
the athletic coaches is apparent from the satisfactory results of 
the athletic program. We wish to thank the people of the town for 
their support and interest. 


Our teachers are revising the courses of study offered in the 
high school. They are continually trying to arrange the work to 
meet the needs, interests, and abilities of all the pupils. Our 
school continues to have a class A rating by the State Depart- 
ment of Education, the certificate privilege which is granted by a 
group of colleges to those schools whose graduates over a period 
of years have,done good work in the colleges. 

The school is on the preferred list of the College Entrance 
Examination Board which means that the graduates have done 
good work in various examinations offered by the College Board. 
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The pupils of the school have been fortunate to hear many 
excellent speakers who came to us because of the interest of the 
Walpole Mothers’ Club. 

The work in educational guidance is being increased this 
year to include the members of the sophomore and freshman 
classes. All members of the freshman class have been tested for 
achievement in various types of high school work. The results 
of these tests are available to class room teachers and in the work 
of counselling pupils. Any pupil in the school may have help 
from the guidance department if the pupil or the teachers feel 
that such help is desirable. 

There is a much more serious attitude toward school work on 
the part of nearly all the pupils. The uncertainty of school 
attendance caused by the war has disappeared and the value of 
a high school diploma has resumed its normal place. Pupils 
realize that in the business world, education is always a valuable 
asset and that it is available to them under excellent conditions 
here at Walpole High School.

This means 
that we cannot take advantage of some worth while opportunities 
offered. An attempt is made, whenever possible, to participate in 
any activity beneficial to the pupils. 

It has been due to the efficient assistance of all who are 
associated with the schools that we have been able to work 
toward the achievement of objectives.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND PHYSICAL TRAINING ... 
Grades 1-8 


The physical education program this year has been carried 
on in much the same manner as reported last year, with one 
exception; an intensive soccer program was started this Fall. 
Elementary soccer skills were started in the third grade and fol- 
lowed up through the sixth grade with more complex skills and 
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games. Each year should see a greater advance as each class 
will have more background in the sport. Soccer has an excellent 
carry-over value in the regular soccer for the junior high boys and 
field hockey for the girls. 

The athletic supply situation is not as critical as last season, 
with the result that more balls, bats, mats for tumbling, victrola 
records for dancing have been made available to each of the 
schools. 


The seating of children in some grades is poor and not con- 
ducive to good posture because the chairs are of improper pro- 
portions. This can not be rectified, however, until it is possible 
to buy schoolroom equipment of this type again. 

In one of the junior high schools, there was a health period at 
least one day each week during the winter terms; at this time, the 
Red Cross Junior First Aid Course was given to both the 7th and 
8th grades. Twenty-two eighth grade girls earned the Red Cross 
certificates as a result of successful completion of the course. The 
present eighth grade will finish the course in the Spring of 1946. 


Dental health lectures were given during the health periods 
to the girls in both junior high schools at Miss Bourassa’s request, 
and an effort was made to have all necessary dental work com- 
pleted. 


A demonstration of physical education work was given by the 
pupils of the Fisher School in May. This was held at the Norfolk 
County Agricultural School gymnasium through the kindness of 
Mr. Kemp. 

This Fall, the time allotment was increased slightly in grades 
three through six, but it still falls far short of recommended allow- 
ances, which if increased would make the work more valuable 
to the pupils. 


DOROTHY L. SHEPARD 


Senior High School—Girls 

The intensified program of physical education which was 
instituted at the High School in 1942, is still in effect. Each senior 
and junior who has been passed medically and physically by the 
school doctors, spends one period every day in vigorous activity 
in the gym or on the field. We follow a program of strenuous 
calisthenics and apparatus work, in addition to rigorous games 
and some square dancing. 

_ The resultant improvement in physical endurance and mus- 
cular control and co-ordination is marked almost from the first. 
It is a constant source of surprise and satisfaction to the student 
to find that she is able to do increasingly difficult exercises and 
stunts. 

Due to constant emphasis on posture, which fosters a “pos- 
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ture consciousness,” plus a general physical improvement, there 
is a definite trend toward better posture habits among the girls in 
the physical education classes. 

A monthly weight record is kept and any marked deviation 
from normal is reported to the school nurse. 

The eye examinations of the girls in High School have been 
completed. 

I am meeting one class twice a week for an informal course 
in first aid. 

The two field hockey teams resumed the inter-scholastic 
games this Fall. They played a very successful schedule of six- 
teen games. 


MILDRED WALLACE 


Senior High School—Boys 
For the past three years, the main objective of physical train- 
ing in the High School was to prepare the boys physically tor 
their entrance into military life. Since the end of the war, some 
of the more strenuous parts of the program have been curtailed. 
The objective now is to keep the boy physically fit and give 
him various forms of recreational games that he is interested in. 
Under war time conditions, individual likes and dislikes had to be 
subordinated to the group; now, an attempt is being made to take 
into consideration the likes and dislikes of the individual, which 
is necessary when classes are made up of boys with different 
interests and abilities. 
All the boys are given a physical examination before they 
are allowed to take part in the physical work. 
It is interesting to note that only six boys failed to pass the 
physical examination. The most common cause of rejection is 


due to heart conditions.

MUSIC SUPERVISOR... 


The Christmas season reminds me anew of the importance 
of music in our daily lives. The three ‘Rs’ and other practical 
subjects get plenty of emphasis in the average curriculum, but 
when assemblies are wanted, or any special celebration of days 
or events, how frequently does the emphasis to music as the 
medium best suited to the occasion. 

Because music is a form of expression in which everyone 
may take a part, and in which nearly everyone takes pleasure. 
There is the boy whose limited ability is to beat-a drum, and the 
High School student whose intellectual development has kept 
pace with the emotional to the extent that he is satisfied only by a 
more complicated exercise of vocal or instrumental art. The 
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problem of school music is to plan for both extremes. The drummer 
boy and the High School student may each have been exposed 
to the same. opportunities. That one has used them to greater 
advantage, is due to his intrinsic power of selection. The success 
of any teaching is that a few have profited thereby. 

We have at present in the High School, one chorus whose 
accomplishment approximates an ideal; in the Junior High 
Schools, one chorus; in the grades, several. A stricter analysis 
would discover a group within each group with outstanding 
ability. In the smaller groups, two or three unquestionably tal- 
ented. The less talented are led by the talented and share with 
them a pleasure in the result if not a full satisfaction in the accom- 
plishment. | é 

I am gratified to find that with whatever technical struggles 
a lesson may be beset, they have rarely been overcome at the 
expense of pleasure in the adventure. I find beaming faces and 
the attitude “this is going to be fun” in my weekly classroom visits. 
So long as this is true, I feel amply rewarded. 


ADELBERT H. MORSE 
SUPERVISOR OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS... 


The homemaking classes of the Civic Arts course and the 
classes in the Household Arts Course have carried out their 
studies and projects very much as outlined in the course of study 
recently submitted to Mr. Jones. 

We were fortunate to have a field trip last Spring, going to 
The Fine Arts Museum in Boston. This tip was made by all the 
members in the home management classes. We spent several 
hours with a lecturer, visiting the period furniture exhibits. The 
visit was made doubly interesting as we were there at the time 
of the much-discussed costume and fabric exhibit and demonsira- 
tions. 

These same classes furnished several model houses and dis- 
played them early last Spring. 

The Fall homemaking class sponsored a hobby show in 
which we had participants from both Senior and Junior High 
School. 

The temporary introduction of sewing in the sixth grades 
has been very effective. Cape Cod holders and sewing bags have 
been made very well. In Grade seven, many useful articles such 
-as holders, several types of aprons, towels, luandry bags and 
stuffed animals have been completed. The many#things exhibited 
by the pupils at Bird School just before Christmas showed many 
dollars worth of Christmas gifts made at a comparatively small 
cost. In grade eight, the use of the commercial pattern was 
stressed. Blouses, skirts, dresses and pajamas were made. 
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Foods in Grades seven and eight consisted of preparing 
breakfast, luncheon, and dinner dishes with the knowledge of 
serving them attractively and in a well-balanced arrangement. 


DORIS MAXFIELD 
SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS... 


The year has not progressed without presenting major diffi- 
culties. We have had the usual disappointments in obtaining 
supplies which a war-torn world was using elsewhere. Now that 
peace has come and men have turned toward the goal of main- 
taining ihat peace, many formerly hard-to-get materials are return- 
ing to civilian markets. These shortages have, however, given us 
the advantage of being able to teach the valuable lesson of 
planned economy. While the projects made in the shops by the 
boys have not been large or spectacular, they, nevertheless, have 
served to teach the boys proper tool-processes and work habits, 
plus the satisfaction of being able to present to some member of 
his family, a really useful article that he, himself, has fashioned. 
The “something for somebody” idea makés toward an unselfish 
citizen. 

At the termination of last year’s session Mr. Grover was taken 
seriously ill which necessitated his hospitalization, from which, at 
this time, he has not fully recovered. This made it necessary to 
employ a substitute shop instructor for the Junior High Schools 
so that I could fill in for Mr. Grover at the Senior High School. 
Mr. Lewis E. Whipple, a local carpenter, was employed for this 
purpose. Mr. Whipple has found it impossible, due to other com- 
mitmenis, to teach the full day. To fit the schedule to his time, 
required dropping the shop and mechanical drawing periods 
from the Civic Arts Course. 

During the Fall, a Junior Red Cross program was inaugurated 
in all of the local schools and the shops are contributing many 
projects which are to used by the wounded veterans in the vari- 
ous nearby military hospitals. These projects consist of the fol- 

lowing: twelve smoking tables, twelve bedside tables, fifty 
writing boards, fifty canes, and eighty pen and pencil trays 
which are being made by the seventh and eighth grades. These 
are to be finished on or about February | and then we choose a 
new quota. All materials are furnished by the Red Cross. A 
program such as this has fitted very well into our system and the 
boys are eager to build things which will add a little more comfort 
to our wounded. veterans. If not put on a commercial basis, a pro- 
gram such as this can be made very interesting and educational 
to the students. 

The ultimate aims of our shop courses are to give the boys 
as many shop experiences as is possible during their four year 
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stay with us so that they may become acquainted with some of 
the many problems they may come in contact with in this work- 
a-day world; to enable them to make simple repairs about the 
home which are rather expensive to hire done, and, above all, to 
maintain the high standards, both moral and physical, to which 
Mr. Grover has always inspired his classes. We are all eagerly 
awaiting his recovery and return. 
I would strongly recommend that steps be taken to investigate 

the possibility of acquiring some of the surplus metal-working . 
equipment thdi the Federal Government has, to be used at the 
High School, to enlarge the scope of our shop classes. We have 
the room and the need and I'm sure we have the good-will and 
backing of the many machine-tool industries in this area. With 
the return of our service men to civilian life, the scarcity of shop 
instructors we hope will soon be over and I certainly recommend 
the employment of a third full-time shop instructor so that we may 
return to our shop staff of four years ago. If this step is taken we 
can again begin the Elementary Course with the sixth grades, 
which at that time was eliminated, return the eighth grades to 
their former time of three hours a week, and reschedule the shop 
ond mechanical drawing courses to the High School students 
enrolled in the Civics Arts Course. Taken as time and opportun- 
ity permit, I firmly believe these will be steps in the right direction. 


GEORGE H. CONATY 
PHYSICIAN FOR THE BOYDEN AND STONE SCHOOLS ... 


Complete physical examinations were made on all of the 
children. Defects were noted by me and recorded by Miss 
Downing, our efficient School Nurse. Furthermore, follow-up 
work was carried on by her. 

She reported her successes and failures to me. In several 
instances I made special visits to the parents and convinced 
them that they should have the physical defects in their children 
corrected. In some cases, children from homes where both par- 
ents were working in factories, were unkempt and dirty. Here 
again, the School Nurse made special visits to the parents. 

We are still making progress on the road to good health. 


| THOMAS M. CONNELL, M. D. 
PHYSICIAN FOR THE HIGH AND PLIMPTON SCHOOLS ... 


The above schools have maintained an average of health 
throughout the year. There have been the usual infectious colds, 
and as people are constituted, children with colds are sent to 
school, to each others homes, and to picture houses and to about 
everywhere else to spread infection during the infective stage. 
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The pupils were examined by me during th first six weeks of 
the year, and only occasionally were abnormal physical condi- 
tions found. When found, parents were notified and a careful 
follow-up of the cases followed. 

I feel that we have, in the Town of Walpole, very conscien- 
tious cooperation on the part of all school authorities, from the 
school board down, and this is as it should be in all communities. 
Physical benefits throughout the years have justified this, and 
the Town has been the gainer through the procedure. 

Additional reports of health progress will be “found in the 
reports of the school and dental nurses.

PHYSICIAN FOR THE BIRD AND FISHER SCHOOLS ... 


I have completed the general physical examinations of the 
children of the Bird and Fisher schools and reported the various 
physical defects as I found them. Notices have been sent to the 
parents and in many cases the physical defects have already 
been taken care of. Our children continue to be well-nourished 
and only an occasional case of uncleanliness is seen. 

Our School Nurse, Alice Downing, has been efficient in check- 
ing the absentees from school and also in bringing health prob- 
lems in special cases to me. 

I find the two school are satisfactorily sanitary but certain 
recommendations have been made to improve the conditions 
which, I trust, will be carried out. 


EDWARD R. DeROMA, M. D. 
THE SCHOOL NURSE... 


All physical examinations by the school physicions were 
made following the opening of school. The boys and girls in the 
Junior and Senior classes, who are engaged in daily physical 
training, as well as other students in High School participating in 
competitive sports receive special attention at the time of physical 
examinations. The physical training program also necessitates 
close supervision and follow-up of injuries sustained while exer- | 
cising. There were a number of accidents occurred while the 
classes were held out-of-doors. This may be atiributed, in part, 
to the condition of the athletic field. 

The physical examinations revealed an increased number 
of children with heart murmurs. Follow-up work is being done, in 
this regard, and we will report the findings later on. 

Children were not permitted to have nose and throat surgery 
last summer in the Norwood Hospital because of the local cases 
of infantile paralysis, so a number of children had to postpone 
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corrective work. However, some were able to keep appointments 
in November and December, and hope others will be treated dur- 
ing the year of 1946. 

There were no alarming epidemics of contagious diseases 
during the year, and the teachers were very vigilant indeed, in 
observing and reporting the conditions and illnesses of children 
during the weeks of anxiety when cases of infantile paralysis 
were reported all around us. 

The eyes have been examined by the teachers and re-tested. 
Since the acceptance of the Massachusetts Vision Test, we have 
very few boys or girls in our schools who have not been taken 
care of. The parents have responded very well, when notified of 
the failure to pass the test. 

Ear testing has been done and two children are receiving 
lessons in lip-reading . 

I would like to get some help in Speech Therapy for the chil- 
dren who need it, and there are several. We have been referred 
from one clinic to another in the last few years, because of the 
existing conditions. There has been so many demands upon the 
staff of various clinics, as we know, our service men have suffered 
nervous disorders and shock causing speech defects, and our 
workers are being absorbed into this service. 

The city of Brockton employs a full time teacher in speech 
therapy and has extended the courtesy to us, but at present, we 
have been able to get no more than two appointments a week. 
We have in our school nows, two urgent cases referred to us from 
hospitals, with the request that they receive speech therapy, and 
there are other children who should attend a clinic. Speech 
Therapy would promote the teaching of phonics in the lower 
gtades, and prevent something which should never happen, 
namely, that a child get into the fifth or sixth grade or even beyond 
that with a speech defect, such as, stammering. The child suffers 
embarrassment in trying to get through his oral work, and also 
suffers from personality changes due to his handicap. 

Iam very grateful for the help received from the teachers, the 
parents, the school physicians, the Red Cross Motor Corps, the 
Lions Club, the Dental Clinic, and all who have helped in the 
School Health Program.

CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE ... 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its thirteenth annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the December meeting: 
Mr. James Buffington, Chairman, Mr. James Riordan, Secretary. 


The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpt from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


"In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the “Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, 
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Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustee so to 
do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships to be 
paid as hereinafter provided to students, male or female, of the 
School of the Town who become students at any university, college 
or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as practical 
each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be paid 
to each undergraduate in a university, college, or institute to whom 
it may be awarded by a Committee to be known as the “Charles 
Fales Fund Scholarship Committee,” which Committee shall 
consist of the Superintendent of the Schools of Walpole for the 
time being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole for the 
time being, and if there be at any time more than one High School 
in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the time being, 
and the members for the time being of the School Committee or 
other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. The awards 
of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be made during 
the month of December of each and every year. Said Scholar- 
ship Committee shall keep a record of its doings and make a 
report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall so far as 
practical keep in touch with the progress and standing of each 
student to whom an award of a scholarship has been made. It is 
not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee in making 
their award, but there are these factors which I desire they should 
take into consideration—Character, Scholarship, and Physical 
ond Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing to extend 
their education along technical lines, shall, other things being 
equal be given preference.” 


The amount available for distribution this year was $3,386.03. 
In accordance with the provision of the will that scholarships are 
to be as nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars, seven scholarships were awarded.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and accounts 
of the Town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1945, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This 
is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant 
Director of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1945, 
and report thereon as follows: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bill for collections, were examined and checked for the 
period of the audit. 

The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were 
examined and checked in detail, The recorded receipts were com- 
pared with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with the treasurer’s books, while the recorded dis- 
bursements were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing 
the payments and with the treasurer’s cash book. 

The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropriations were 
were checked with the amounts voted by the town meeting as shown 
by the records of the town clerk and with the finance committee’s 
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authorizations of transfers from the reserve fund. A trial balance 
was taken off, proving the accounts to be in balance, and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town on December 31, 1945. An examina- 
tion of this balance sheet indicates that the town is in excellent 
financial condition. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and cheked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and com- 
pared with the accountant’s books, with the records of the several 
departments collecting money for the town, and with the other 
sources from which money is paid into the town treasury. The pay- 
ments were checked with the warrants authorizing the treasurer to 
disburse town funds and with the accountant’s ledger. 


The cash balance on December 31, 1945 was verified by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were checked with 
the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the invest- 
ments of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed, the income being proved and all 
recorded transactions being verified. 


~The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked. The additions to the tax title account were compared 
with the collector’s records, the recorded redemptions and fore- 
closures were verified, and the tax titles on hand were listed and 
compared with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The outstanding accounts at the time of the previous exam- 
ination and ail subsequent commitments of taxes and assessments 
were audited and compared with the assessors’ warrants for their 
‘collection. The recorded payments to the treasurer were checked to 
the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements as recorded were checked 
with the’assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the collector of water charges were 
examined and checked. The commitments were analyzed, the recorded 
collections were checked with the payments to the treasurer, the 
abatements were compared with the departmental records of abate- 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled to the accountant’s ledger. 

Verification of the outstanding tax, assessment, and water accounts 
was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and from the 
replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts from dog and sporting licenses, per- 
mits, etc., were checked, and the payments to the town and to the 
State were verified. 

The surety bonds filed by the several town officials for the faith- 
ful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 

The records of departmental accounts receivable were examined 
and checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer were compared 
with the treasurer’s cash book and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen, 
health department, and building inspector were examined and checked, 
and the recorded collections were compared with the payments to the 
treasurer. 

The records of receipts from the sealer of weights and measures 
as well as from the highway, school, and library departments, were 
examined and the recorded collections were checked with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s books. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, 
tax title, tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
tables showing the condition and transactions of the trust and invest- 
ment funds. 

For the co-operation received from the several town Officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.
